A» 
the gun recoils the piston la shoved 
back; it presses against the oil in tho 
cylinder, and us the escape grows small- 
er is gradually brought to a standstill.

nnd it is only now and the 
band of horses can be approached 
near enough to get u shot at them, 
There is no danger of anyone being 
injured by Ibis sport, as t lie horses 
area nuisance, and all cuttlcrnen wish 
to see them exterminated. Mnnj' cat- 
tlemen themselves own bonds of 
horses that are running wild, and 
when they go out to round np it is 
not as of old to brnnd, but to shoot 
them. 

"In the Rocky mountain ranges in 
Montana, Utah, Nevada and else- 
where, it is now generally acknowl- 
edged that range horses are a public 
nuisance, and they ought to be ex- 
terminated. They eat up the grass 
needed for the cattle and they are as 
hard on a range as sheep. The horses 
eat grass right down to the roots, thus 
in dry weather completely destroying 
■the range they graze over. 

"There was a time not many years 
ago when a big band of horses was 
considered very valuable property 
and guarded carefully. A horse- 
-thiOf was considered on the range one 
degree worse than a murderer, and 
was banged sometimes on very slight 

"A man who would no,wgo out on 
the range and steal a fjjw^liand.B of 
horses would b^alloworWo^liifrfhern 
away and be hailed as a public bene- 
factor. Around his neck, instead -of 
a rope, would be thrown wreaths -of 
tlowers, and all men would praise lnm 
as a philanthropist of a very high 
order. 

"It is a faot that anyone who wished 
could round up all the horses he could 
fmd in almost any section of the 
Rocky mountain range and no one 
would question his right. The day 
of the range horse is past, and it will 
never come again. The time is com- 
ing, in my mind, when the horse, like 
the buffalo, will be in danger of be- 
coming extinct. 

"Don't you know that in recent 
years the railroads compel a shipper 
to prepay freight on horses, which is 
the only sort of live stock where such 
a rule applies. 

"The sport of hunting horses is 
encouraged by stockmen and can be 
indulged in with impunity. It isdes- 
tined, I think, to become very popu- 
lar, as itis exciting and somewhat dan- 
gerous. 

"The proposition of canning horst 
meat for the European market wan 
thought ;it one time to be a way ol 
utilizing the range hovse to advantage, 
but t bat is evidently a failure. It was 
talked of for some tine, but nothing 
more was hoard of it. The only way 
I can see of getting rid of horses is to

The 
partiality of such diplomats ft 
weekly newspaper published ii 
language other than Greek may be 
understood when the fact is known 
that the title of the chief Athenian 
kly newspaper is as follows: Epi- 
thcorists Pilologika Kai Politiki. The 
lation of this journal is not so 
isive as its name would indicate, 
orfu, a city larger than Athens, 
and which does an extensive com- 
lerce with foreign countries, there is 
ublished the Amersliptos (The 
Voice), aud in the town of Tripolis 
is published a journal with the odd 
title of the Provisional Voice. The 
trrwn of Zante is chiefly known in the 
Cnited States on account of its cur- 
Tan ts, and it would beanotunreasona- 
nference that at least one of the 
papers published in Zante had a 
commercial or at least conventional 
title. But the Greeks in journalism, 
as in other literature, are nothing if 
and so the publishers of 
these two papers call them respective- 
ly Agon and El pis. The English 
equivalent of the former is "The 
Struggle;" of the latter, tho English 
equivalent is "Hope." There is a 
marked lack of originality in news- 
paper nomenclature in the Greek 
town of Piraeus. It. has three news- 
papers, one daily, one weekly and one 
bi-weekly. They are published sepa- 
rately and in fact in opposition to each 
other, and their titles are the Globe, 
the Hemisphere, and the World. In 
the town of Patras, which has about 
the same population as New Bedford, 
there is one newspaper with tho ex- 
tensive title of EmporikosParatiritis, 
and in the ancient, illustrious and his- 
oric town of Sparta there are the 
'eloponnisiakos Astir and the Lo- 
ionnisiakos Eos. Journalism in mod- 
rn Sparta is somewhat astronomical, 
he significance of one of the Sparta 
apers being the "Peloponnesiar 
tar" nnd of another the "Pelopon 
esian Aurora." The Greek newspn 
ers deal sparingly with the eoni- 
lodity of news, and uncorroborated

Scientific Burglary.

It took 
place October 10, 18, and 10, 1813,

Such losses throw into tho 
shade the losses of the American w«. 
At Gettysburg 39,000 were killed and 
wounded; at Chieamauga, 28,000. In 
the battles of the Wilderness 6,788 
men were killed, and at Spottsylva- 
nia 6,296. In the final attack on 
Kars, during the Russo-Turkish war 
of 1877-78, 8,000 men fell. The 
losses in the attacks on the Shipka 
pass amounted to about 20,000 men, 
and before Plevna some 30,000 men 
perished. Marius' victory over the 
Cimbri and Teutones at Vercellae in 
B. C. 101, is said to have cost the lives 
of 200,00 0 person s. 

Population of France. 
France-has 38,518,975 inhabitants, 
according to the census taken at the 
end of March, an increase of only 1 75,- 
027 sinco 1891, and of 299,072 since 
1886. Tho population of Paris is 
2,53(1,000, an increase of 86,000. The 
in towns of over 30,000 in- 
habitants is 327,000 since 1891. Tho 
number of foreigners has declined, be- 
ing 1,027,000, as compared with 
1,115,000 in 1886. This is partly duo 
to easier naturalization laws and part- 
ly to the ill treatment of foreign work-

Arranging a dinner table these 
days requires great knowledge in such 
details. Setvauts can not be trusted 
to lay the table nowadays, for ofteu 
as manv as eight forks are placed at 
the side of a plate. The fork is 
mentioned especially, but a kuowl 
edge of its various uses is no mort 
uecessary than the proper wine glasses 
for serving this or that wine. It will 
doubtless be good news to the youug 
men nnd women iu society who do 
uot go to dinners often enough to be 
perfectly familiar with the etiquette 
of the correct f rk to know that it is 
now regarded iu better taste for a 
hostess to lay only the oyster fork, 
the soup spoon, the silver knife foi 
the fish, the steel knife for roast, and 
the small knife for the butter. The 
silver for the other courses is passed 
by the servants as needed. That is 
to say, a knife and a fork for the 
game, a fork for the salad if served 
separately, and a fork aud spoou for 
the dessert. Oysters are on the table 
en the guests take their seats. 
There is no mistaking the oyster fork, 
th its long slender. Neptune- 
dent like tines. On the oysters it 
is correct to eat lemon juice squeezed 
from the piece of lemon ou ths plate; 
also grated horse radish aud tabasco 
uce, which are passed by the ser 
int. 

The following table don'ts from au 
authority are valuable: "Don't salt or 
pepper your food before tasting it, as 
you criticise the cook; don't put ice 
in your wine. The small plate at the 
left is for bread as well as butter, in- 
dividual butter plates of small siz* 
being out of fashion- Dou't sprinkle 
salt for the celery on the cloth or 
your plate; dip the celery iu small 
salt cellars iu frout of you. Don't 
bite off celery; break off each pieoe 
as you want it. Dou't butter bread 
and then break it or bite it, 
break it au butter the small 
Don't ask for a second serving u 
thing if you go hungry. Don't si 
soup toward you, but from you. 
Don't dip your plate. Don't take 
soup from tip of spoon, but from the 
side. Dou't tuck your napkiu any- 
where; lay it unfolded on your lap: 
lift one corner, if necessary, to the 
mouth. Dou't wipe the mouth, 
ly dress the lips."

ascertained. That used to be the 
fnshion with the county alliances 
•when th^ey met. Eight years ago, 
when the alliance was nourishing in 
u certain southern state, 1 determined 
to secure the news of a county alliance 
meetingforthepaperl was then work- 
ing on. The alliance mot in a hall over 
a livery stable. Adjoining the hall was 
a hay and fodder loft. I got into this 
and prepared a hole to listen to the 
proceedings. I didn't care anything 
about the secret work, and merely 
wanted the proceedings on political 
subjects. I had a great time for sev- 
eral hours, but got a full story of 
what was done. The alliance mem- 
bership in the county was amazed and 
mad. They boycotted my paper in 
every way possible for jears as a re- 
sult of that trick, but the paper still 
exists. There are many men still in 
congress, however, who still keep up 
. with the order, and in a secret way 
'pat it on the shoulder. They are afraid 
of it. 

"My experiences with this order re- 
call the fun 1 had, when a very young 
man, reporting republican ward meet- 
ings in the south. These meetings 
were attended wholly by colored citi- 

nsj.and every man in the crowd had 
his razor with him. As a rule, the 
meetings were hold by the flicker of 
dim oil lamps. Two out of three time? 
the meetings would break up in a row, 
the lights would be put out and there 
would be suflling.scramblingand the 
jwudding of dark figures. At one of 
mhese meetings, after the scene de- 
' scribed, the police arrived, and with 
lanterns ascertained the situation. 
Two or throe men were lying on the 
floor, badly whacked with razor cuts, 
while under every bench and behind 
every l>ox or chair were citizens who 
had sought those places of safety un- 
til tho war was over. After the police 
wined there was a general demand to 
know 'who struck me on the head?' 
and 'who done dat foul lick while 1 
wus tryin' to preserve peace?' Hepre- 
sentative George Murray, the colored 
member of the house, represents a 
district where such things occurred 
frequently years ago. These disturb- 
ances ofteuVame about over the rul- 
ings of the chairmen, but the colored 
citizen now understands parliament- 
ary tactics better, and tho chairman 
is never in so dangerous a predica- 
ment. This also reminds me that I 
have traveled through portions of 
Mr. Murray's district for hours with- 
out seeing a white face. It is known 
as the 'black district' because of the 
unusual predominance of colored peo- 
ple. This is especially so in the rice 
fields back from the coast. This sec- 
tion is 60 full of malaria that a white 
man cannot live in it. White over- 
seers go to the rice fields in the day- 
time, but at night go to higher places 
hy rail or swift horses. The negroes 
rtro acclimated, and rarely get sick. 
jUfccy were faithful people during the 
war. They could have murdered the 
few white people near to them, but 
instead of doing their owners and 
white friends harm they worked for 
them ae loyally as before tho war. 
Many of them still live with their 
former owners, and are kindly 
treated."— Washington Star.

NO ADJOURNMENT BEFORE .TONE. 

There is very little probability that 
the extra session will adjourn earlier 
than June 1. The body has been in 
session exactly three weeks and not a 
single bill has passed both houses in 
such a way as to be ready for enroll- 
ment. The only one that has gone 
through was amended in the Senate 
and must be passed again by the 
House. Not one of the important 

bjects mentioned in the Governor's 
call has been pushed, the bills that 
have received any advancement at all 
being verv unimportant. Some of 
those yet to come up will be discussed 
for days in each house. The sena- 
torial coutest will last through much 
of this week, if not through the week 
following. That will take the Legis- 
lature up to April 15, and even if 
business were expedited as much as 
possible it would take six weeks to 
accomplish what the Governor has 
outlined. It is the opinion of many 
of the members that they will be here 
until July.

1 have examined, with the e\< Opt loi 
of one, with which it shows the mos 
complete congruitv, viz., a sample 
which was collected by Kjellmni 
(during the Vega expedition) on tin 
floe ice at Cnpe Wankarema, near 
Bch ring straits. The species 
varieties are exactly the same 
samples. It is quite remarkable that 
the diatom flora on icc-lloes near 
Behring sound and on the east coat 
of Greenland are so completely alik 
and so unlike all others. It indicates 
that there is an open communication 
between the seas cast of Greenland 
and north of Asia." Xanscn adds: 
"All these (referring to hia Own speci- 
mens) were also found at Cape Wan- 
karema, 18 of them being only known 
from there ami from now here else in 
the whole world; and that though the 
diatom flora of the Kara sea, Franz 
Josef land, Spit2bergen and Orecn- 
lajld, has also, been partly exanyncd." 
All through his paper Xiinscn showed 
his keen appreciation of little things. 
The minerals in the dust were also 
examined, no less than 80 varieties 
being recognized by Tornbohm, who 
exclaims: sl'Can it be possible t hat the 
terrestrial portions of the dust orig- 
inate from northern Siberia? That 
it is partly mud carried into the sea 
by the great Silierian rivers? The 
great variety of minerals contained 
in the dust seems to me to indicate 
that it originates from an extensive 
land region, and thus it seems natural 
to think of northern Siberia."
